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A LESSON TO PROFIT BY,

Gevmnan R, B, Haves, the prosemt Governor
of Ohio, who has jnst beon renominated by
the Republicans, has made a specch which
contains some observations which are qguite
ax pertinent in this State s in his own. He
declared that the last Legislature of Ohio
afforded examples of many of the worst evils
to which legislative bodies are liable.

For this reason
the rebuke administered to the dominant
party in Ohio by one of its own members is
entirely applicable in our own State, and we
again appeal to the Republican voters of this
eity to reject with indignation the claims of
every man who sat in the last Laegislature
and now has the audacity to present himself
to the people for re-election. Messrs, Stokes,
Davis, Bunn, Adaire, Clond, and Hong ave
the names of the men upon whom every
true Republioan who desires the purification
and future suoccess of the party should turn a
cold shounlder at the next election,

To-morrow morning the Democrats hold
their nominating conventions, and they hive
it within their power to materially assist the
bonest Republicans of Philadelplhia in an
effort to purify the halls of logislation at Har-
rigburg. If they nominate good and trae
men in each of the six districts which were
represented last winter by Btokes, Davis,

Tur Supreme Court this moming refused to
grant an injunction to restrain the Twelfth
and Sixteenth Streets Railway Company from
putting down tracks on these streets.

The passage of this
bill was a deliberate outrage and an
insult to the citizens of Philadelphia,
and the facility with which Governor
Geary signed it placed him in  the
&ame oategory as the corvupt legislators who
voted for it. The Bupreme Court is practi-
cally impotent in this matler, and we have
now beforé us a potent argumont against the
eloction of any of the old set to places of
